G eorge C. M arshall, Army chief of 
fcPaff, was Held partly responsible 
for the P earl H arbor disaster by an 
Army B oard of Inquiry b ut P resi-t 
d e n t T rum an, in releasing th e re ­ 
p o rt today said the criticism was 
"entirely unjustified.”
